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HISTORY 

From  1873  until  192?  this  institution  was  or- 
ganized as  a  State  Normal  School.  In  1927  it 
became  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Indiana. 
Requirements  for  certification  have  gradually 
been  raised  with  the  result  that  all  curricula 
are    four   years   in    length. 

The  college  owns  34  acres  of  land,  23  of 
which  are  in  the  original  campus.  In  the  cen- 
ter of  this  campus  is  a  historic  oak  grove  about 
which   are   grouped   the   main    buildings. 

ALUMNI     ASSOCIATION 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  school,  Indi- 
ana has  graduated  more  than  11,000  students 
from  its  various  curricula  and  of  this  number 
1300    have    been    granted    degrees. 

Alumni  Associations  are  functioning  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  and  they  are  definitely 
making  valuable  contributions  to  the  college. 
Alumni  Day  and  Homecoming  are  celebrated 
by  class  reunions  and  festivities  in  general.

Main   Office 
The    main    office    is    the    focal    point    of    the 
Administration.       The    offices    of    the    President 
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and  the  Dean   of  Instruction  are   located   on  the 
first    floor    of    John    Sutton    Hall. 

Registrar's    Office 

The  Registrar's  Office  contains  the  records 
and  schedules  of  all  students.  Semester  grades 
are  issued  from  this  office  on  the  first  floor 
of    John    Sutton    Hall. 

Bursar's    OflSce 

All  payments  of  fees  and  settlements  of 
claims    are    made    in    this    office. 

College  Bookstore 
The  Bookstore  carries  all  the  textbooks  used 
in  the  various  classes.  The  management  of  the 
Bookstore  is  based  on  a  co-operative  student 
^asis  and  is  directed  through  the  Student  Co- 
operative Association.  Classroom  accessories 
are  available  at  nominal  prices.  The  Book- 
store is  open  from  7 :45  A.M.  to  5 :00  P.M. 
daily  except  Saturday,  at  which  time  it  closes 
at  4  :00  P.M.  Mr.  Paul  Woodring  is  in  charge 
of   this   enterprise. 

Dean    of^  Men's    Office 
The    office    of    the    Dean    of    Men    is    located 
on    the    first    floor    of   John    Sutton    Hall.    Office 
hours    are    posted.      Conferences    at    other    times 
may   be    had    by   appointment. 

Dean    of    Women's    Office 
The   office  of  the  Dean   of   Women   is   located 
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on  the  first  floor  of  John  Sutton  Hall.  Office 
hours  are  posted,  and  students  may  consult 
with  her  at  these  hours.  Conferences  at  other 
times    may    be    had    by    appointment. 

GRADING  SYSTEM     FOR     THE     STUDENT 

Explanation   of  Grades 

"A"    indicates    an    excellent    grade    of   work. 

"B"    indicates   a   good   grade   of   work. 

"C"    indicates    a    satisfactory    grade    of   work. 

"D"   indicates  a   low  grade   of  passing  work. 

"F"  indicates  a  failure  and  no  credit  shall 
be  given  for  the  course  so  marked  until  it  has 
been   repeated   in   the  regular  way. 

"I"  is  given  to  students  who  because  of  ill- 
ness or  other  entirely  satisfactory  reasons  have 
been  unable  to  complete  the  required  work, 
but  have  been  doing  in  general  a  satisfactory 
,type  of  work.  This  mark  must  be  removed, 
within  two  months  after  the  opening  of  the 
next  semester  that  the  student  is  in  school  or 
become  a  failure.  Upon  completing  the  re- 
quired amount  of  work  the  student  may  re- 
ceive any  mark  to  which  the  teacher  feels  he 
is   entitled. 

Quality    Points 

A  system  of  quality  points  has  been  estab- 
lished   as    follows  : 

A  grade  of  "A"  gives  three  quality  points 
for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  so  marked ;  a 
grade  of   "B"   gives  two  quality  points   for  each 
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semester  hour  ot  credit  so  marked ;  a  grade  of 
"C"  gives  one  quality  point  for  each  semester 
hour  of  credit  so  marked;  and  a  grade  of  "D" 
gives    no    quality    points. 

Application   of  Quality   Points 

1.  There  are  required  for  graduation  or  for 
permission  to  do  student  teaching  a  number 
of  quality  points  equal  to  the  number  of  sem- 
ester  hours'    credit   taken    up    to    that   time. 

2.  As  many  quality  points  as  semester  hours 
of   credit   also    are    required  : 

a.  For    admission    to    a    fraternity    or    sor- 
ority 

b.  For    holding    an    office    in    any    school 
organization 

3.  In  general  a  "C"  average,  that  is,  one 
quality  point  tor  each  semester  hour  of  credit, 
is  the  minimum  requirement  for  being  con- 
sidered in  good  standing  as  a  member  of  the 
student  body.  After  the  first  year  of  attend- 
ance this  shall  mean  an  average  of  16  semester 
hours  and  a  minimum  of  16  quality  points  for 
each   semester   of   attendance. 

CLASS   ABSENCE   AND   TARDINESS 

Regular  attendance  is  essential  for  satisfac- 
tory work.  A  student  who  is  absent  from 
(Class  must  bring  an  excuse  from  the  Dean  of 
Women,  if  a  girl,  or  from  the  Dean  of  Men,  if 
a  boy.  An  unexcused  absence  means  a  mark 
of    zero    for   the    cime    missed. 
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Ample  time  is  allowed  for  change  of  classes, 
ihus   making   tardiness    unnecessary. 

TRANSFER   OF   CREDITS 

Credit  will  be  given  students  transferring 
irom  other  accredited  colleges  in  so  tar  as 
these  credits  will  fit  into  the  curriculum  chos- 
en by  the  student  in  this  college.  No  credit 
•can  be  approved  for  any  course  in  which  the 
^rade  received  was  the  lowest  passing  grade 
in    the    school    in    which    the    work    was    taken. 

STUDENT  ADVISORY  SYSTEM 

Every  student  is  assigned  to  a  faculty  ad- 
viser who  assists  the  student  in  keeping  a 
check  on  his  work  and  advises  him  in  regard 
to  his  program,  his  activities,  his  scholarship, 
and  other  matters.  Students  are  urged  to  con- 
sult with  their  advisers  concerning  any  prob- 
lems they  encounter  that  they  may  better  be 
enabled  to  make  the  necessary  adjustments 
which    are    a    part   of    college    life. 

LIBRARY   INFORMATION 

The  College  Library  in  Wilson  Hall  rear 
North  Gate,  (Oakland  Avenue  entrance  to  the 
campus)  will  be  open  for  visus  of  ticw  and 
former  students  during  registration  week  in 
order  that  everyone  may  early  bee  )me  ac- 
quainted with  the  new  building  and  its  pat- 
tern.

Books  from  the  reserve  book  room  are  bor- 
rowed for  over-night  use  at  8:15  P.M.,  daily 
from  Monday  through  Friday  and  are  rctu'-ned 
not  later  than  eight  o'clock  the  following 
morning.  A  waiting  list  for  circulation  of 
books  on  Saturday  will  be  maintained.  See 
directions    sheets    on    file    at    the    library    desk. 

Books  from  the  open  shelves  are  circulated 
for  two  weeks  unless  otherwise  labeled  or  re- 
stricted at  the  discretion  of  the  librarian.  Pen- 
alties are  imposed  for  late  return  of  reserve 
and  open-shelf  books  and  periodicals.  See  di- 
rections   sheets    distributed    at    the    library    desk. 

The  new  library  provides  a  number  of  well 
lighted  and  comfortable  reading  rooms  and 
the  co-operation  of  all  students  is  invited  in 
maintaining  them  as  quiet,  pleasant  spots  for 
serious    study    and    recreational    reading. 

DEGREES 
The     degree    of     Bachelor    of    Science    (B.S.) 
in    Education   and   the    Provisional   College   Cert- 
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jficate  in  the  appropriate  field  is  granted  to  all 
graduates  of  Indiana  upon  the  completion  of 
a  four-year  course.  Eight  curricula  are  offered 
as  follows:  Art,  Business  Education,  Primary- 
Kindergarden,  Intermediate,  Home  Economics, 
Music,    and    Rural. 

PLACEMENT    SERVICE 

The  services  of  the  Placement  Bureau  arc 
available  to  all  students  of  the  college  who 
receive  certification.  Indiana's  record  of  place- 
ment is  one  of  the  very  best  in  Pennsylvania. 
The  Placement  Bureau  has  offices  in  the  Lab- 
oratory   School. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Uhler  is  in  charge  of  the  Place- 
ment   Service. 

ASSEMBLIES 

College  Assemblies  are  held  weekly  in  the 
New  Campus  Auditorium.  College  Assemblies 
are  usually  held  every  Tuesday  at  10:00  a.m. 
Students  are  urged  to  watch  the  daily  bulletin 
and  the  INDIANA  PENN  for  special  Assem- 
blies   and    dates. 

To  be  well  informed  and  to  develop  the  co- 
operative attitude  of  a  promising  prospective 
teacher,  it  is  desirable  to  make  regular  at- 
tendance a  habit.  While  much  outstanding 
entertainment  is  provided  in  assembly,  its 
primary  purpose  is  to  reflect  classroom  act- 
ivity and  to  supplement  the  work  done  in  class 
by  opportunities  for  developing  sound  ap- 
preciation  of  art,   music,    dramatics,   and   a    fun- 
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damental  knowledge  of  all  the  approaches 
to  learning  possessed  by  cultured  people. 
Student  participation  in  assemblies  is  encour- 
aged. Regular  attendance  at  class  and  as- 
sembly makes  for  scholarship  and  successful 
living. 

ENTERTAINMENT    COURSE 

During  the  year  the  finest  types  of  enter- 
tainments are  provided  for  the  students.  Each 
semester  there  are  brought  to  the  campus  dis- 
•linguished  lecturers  and  artists  of  the  highest 
rank  in  music,  drama,  and  the  dance.  These 
entertainments  are  available  to  the  students  at 
a  small  cost  which  is  covered  by  the  Student 
Activity  Fee.  Your  "I"  card  admits  you  to 
these    entertainments. 

RADIO    PROGRAMS 

The  College  presents  weekly  radio  broad- 
casts   as    a    cultural    contribution    to    the    public. 

COLLEGE    VESPER    SERVICES 

The  Vesper  Services  offer  an  opportunity 
for  the  students  to  gather  together  for  a  per- 
iod   of    non-sectarian    religious    worship. 

The  services  are  conducted  each  Sunday 
evening  by  different  campus  groups.  Religious 
questions  are  discussed  from  the  viewpoints  of 
the    different    groups. 

These  services  have  become  an  integral  part 
of    the    religious    life    of    every    student. 

Services    begin    at      approximately    6:15     p.m. 
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and  are  over  in  time  for  the  evening  Church 
Service.  Every  student  is  urged  to  attend  the 
Vesper    Services. 

FIRE   DRILL 

A  tire  drill  is  obsei"ved  one  day  each  month 
by  all  college  personnel.  This  is  required  by 
state  regulations.  Fire  drill  directions  are  post- 
ed in  each  hall  of  the  college  buildings. 
Students  are  expected  to  act  promptly  accord- 
ing to  directions.

Government 
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THE   STUDENT   COUNCIL 

Constitution 
Article   I — Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the 
Student  Council  of  the  State  Teachers  College, 
Indiana,    Pennsylvania. 

Article   II — Purpose 

The    purpose    of    this    organization    shall    be  : 

1.  To  promote  in  every  way  possible  the 
best  interest  of  the  State  Teachers  College 
Indiana,     Pennsylvania. 

2.  To  regulate  all  matters  of  student  con- 
duct which  do  not  fall  under  the  jurisdicnon 
of  the  faculty,  together  with  such  o:her  bus- 
iness as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  P.e;- 
ident  of  the  College  or  the  Faculty  Commiiiee 
composed  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  Dean  of 
Men,  and  Dean  of  Instruction.  All  suggestions 
from  students  should  first  be  presented  to 
the   Student   Council. 

3.  To  provide  a  more  perfect  organization 
which  will  maintain  the  ideals  of  the  College 
by    student    cooperation. 

4.  To  promote  the  scholastic  and  moral  tone 
of  the  College  and  thus  to  maintain  high 
standards     of     honor,      loyalty,      and     service. 

5.  To  constitute  a  medium  for  the  ex- 
pression of  initiative  and  the  exercise  of 
judgment  in  the  management  of  student  af- 
airs. 

6.  To  aid  in  the  maintenance  of  good  order 
in    the    College    Community. 
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Article    III — Membership 

The  membership  of  this  Council  shall  be 
as     toUows : 

1.  Four  representatives  from  the  Senior 
Class,    one    of    whom    shall    be    a    day    student. 

2.  Four  representatives  from  the  Junior 
Class. 

3.  Three  representatives  from  the  Sophomoie 
Class. 

4.  Two  representatives  from  the  Freshman 
Class. 

").  One  representative  from  the  Women's 
Resident     Student     League. 

6.  One  representative  from  the  Men's  Stud- 
ent   League. 

Article    IV — Nomination    and    Election 

Section    I — Nomination 

Each  class  shall  elect  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  three  memebers  which  committee 
shall  prepare  a  list  of  nominees  for  the  Coun- 
cil. This  list  shall  be  published  not  less  than 
one  week  before  the  election.  There  shall  be 
no    floor    nominations. 

Section    II. — Election 

Election  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
shall  be  held  during  a  regularly  called  meeting 
of  the  class  during  the  last  we6k  in  April ; 
these  members  shall  take  office  the  following 
September. 
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Article   V — ^Terra   of   Office 

The  term  of  office  shall  begin  the  first  day 
of  school  in  September  of  each  year,  and  con- 
tinue   until    the    close    of    the    second    semester. 

Article    VI — Qualifications 
Each    member    must    be    a    regularly    enrolled 
student,    carrying    not      less    than      sixteen     (16) 
hours    of    work    with    at    least    a    "C"    average, 
and    remaining    in    good    standing. 

Article  VII — Vacancies 
All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  a  special 
election,  except  when  six  weeks  unexpired 
term  is  left,  in  which  case  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  shall  elect  a  member  tor 
the    unexpired    term. 

Article  VIII— Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Student  Council  shall  be 
President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary-Treas- 
urer. The  officers  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Council  from  its  own  membership,  but  the 
President    must    be    a    Degree    Senior. 

Article    IX — Duties    and    Powers 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to 
consider  such  matters  of  student  interest  as 
may  be  presented  by  the  students,  either 
through  recognized  organizations  or  individ- 
ually. The  Council  may  also  consider  such 
matters  of  student  importance  as  appear  to  of- 
fer   an    opportunity    for    helpful    suggestions. 
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2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to 
consider  from  the  student  viewpoint  such  mat- 
ters as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  President 
of    the    College    or   by    the    Faculty    Committee. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to 
make  suggestions  and  recommendations  to  the 
Faculty  Committee  concerning  matters  that 
have    been    considered. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to 
deal  with  student  problems  and  to  make  re- 
commendations concerning  matters  of  im- 
portance   or    interest. 

5.  Any  action  taken  by  the  Council  relating 
to  legislation,  administration,  and  disciplinary 
problems  involving  student  relationships  to  the 
institution  shall  be  subject  to  the  veto  powers 
of    the    President    of    the    Institution. 

Article    X — Meetings 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once 
per  month  during  the  school  year.  Other  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  President  of  the 
Council    or    by    the    Faculty    Committee. 

The  Council  may  meet  in  joint  session  with 
the  Faculty  Committee  whenever  there  are  rec- 
(.mmendations    for    consideration.

Purpose 
The    purpose    of    this    organization    shall    be 

1.    To    have    charge    of     the    general    activities 
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ot  the  school,  such  as  lectures,  entertainments, 
athletics,  etc.,  which  are  supported  by  fees 
paid    by   the   students. 

2.  To  conduct  a  bookstore  for  the  use  of 
the   students    and   faculty. 

3.  To  receive  and  disburse  the  moneys  re- 
ceived from  the  student  activity  tees  and 
from  all  other  sources  from  which  revenues 
may   be   received. 

Membership 
The  membeiship  shall  consist  of  fourteen 
students  and  seven  members  of  the  faculty. 
The  student  members  shall  be'  niembers  of  the 
Student  Council  and  the  faculty  members  shall 
be  the  deans,  the  chairman  of  the  Lecture 
Committee,  the  head  of  the  Health  Education 
Department,  one  member  chosen  annually  by 
the  Faculty  Club,  and  one  member  chosen  by 
the    President    of    the    College.

The    officers    shall    consist    of     a    president,    a 

vice-president,    and  a      secretary      chosen      from 

the    membership    of  the     organization      and      a 

ticasurer    who    may  not    be    a    member    of    the

Duties  and  Powers 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  organization  and 
it  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  veto  of  the 
President — 

1.  To  appoint  a  Treasurer  who  shall  han- 
dle the  funds  of  the  association  and  who  must 
furnish  a  bond  in  the  amount  set  by  the  as- 
sociation. 
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2.  To  appoint  a  manager  of  the  bookstore 
and    specify    his    duties    and    responsibilities. 

3.  To  appoint  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  manager  such  assistants  in  the  bookstore 
as  may  be  necessary  and  fix  the  compensation 
of    the    same. 

4.  To  lecommend  to  the  President  of  the 
College  the  amount  ol  the  activity  to  be  paid 
each    semester    by    each    student    in    the    College. 

5.  To  assign  to  each  department,  committee, 
group,  or  individual  in  control  of  any  act- 
ivity supported  by  the  student  activity  fee  the 
amount  of  money  to  be  used  by  that  depart- 
ment, committee,  group,  or  individual.  A 
tentative  budget  for  the  year,  or,  in  the  case 
of  special  requeits,  a  written  statement  from 
the  person  responsible  for  the  expenditure  of 
the  money,  must  be  made  before  .iny  money 
can    be    voted    by    the    organi;^aion. 

6.  To  require  ot  any  deparment,  committee, 
group,  or  individual  to  which  or  to  whom 
money  has  been  voted,  an  itemized  statement 
of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  connection 
with  that  activity  over  the  period  covered  by 
the  allotment  of  money.  These  itemized  state- 
ments a;e  to  be  accompanied  by  receipts  or 
other  evidence  of  all  expenditures  and  are  to 
form  a  part  of  the  permanent  lecords  of  the 
association. 

Miscellaneous    Provisions 

1.  Money  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  Treasurer 
only    upon    the    vote    of     the    organization    and 
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upon  the  written  order  of  the  President  and 
Secretary.  These  orders  shall  be  retained  by 
the    Treasurer    as    his    authority    for    payment. 

2.  No  action  of  this  organization  shall  be- 
come effective  until  approved  by  the  President 
of    the    College.

living. 

2.  The  promotion  of  coaditons  ior  tiie  de- 
velopment of  courtesy,  self-control,  hi.t^her 
ethics  and  the  earnest  desire  to  strive  toward 
higher    standards    of    work. 

3.  The  development  of  individual  and  group 
responsibility. 

4.  The  stimulation  of  good  fellowship  and 
recognition    of    lawful    authority. 

5.  The  co-operation  with  faculty  and  ad- 
riinistration  in  dealing  specifically  with  inter- 
ests and  problems  of  all  women  boarding 
siudents. 

Article    III — Membership 

All  women  students  registered  in  the  col- 
lege who  live  in  the  dormitory  under  dormi- 
tory regulations  are  automatically  memliers 
ot    the    Resident    Women's    League. 

Meeting 

A  meeting  of  the  entire  group  shall  be  call- 
ed   by    the    president    once    each    semester. 

Article    IV     Officers 

The  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  a  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary  nominated  by 
League  Council  and  elected  by  popular  vo:e 
for  term  of  one  year.  Election  shall  be  held 
in  April  preceding  opening  of  school  in 
September. 
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Qualifications    for    Office 

President  and  vice-president  shall  be  jun- 
iors during  their  year  of  service ;  the  sec.erary 
shall  be  a  sophomore  from  the  Business  Edu- 
cation Department.  Officers  shall  be  of  such 
personality  and  character  as  to  command  rhe 
respect  and  co-operation  of  the  student  body. 
Scholarship  records  shall  be  at  least  a  "C" 
average. 

Anicle   V — League    Council 
Organization 

The  League  Council  shall  act  as  the  exe- 
cutive board  representing  resident  women.  It 
shall  be  composed  of  the  presidents  of  each 
hall,  elected  by  the  hall  groups,  the  officers 
of  the  organization,  and  the  Dean  of  Women. 
Meeting 

Meetings  of  the  Council  will  be  held  on  the 
first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  6:30 
in  the  office  of  dean  of  women,  or  at  such 
other   time   and   place   as   decided   by   the   group. 

Powers 

1.  The  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  en- 
force the  regulations  of  the  Resident  Wo- 
men's League  and  to  make  new  regulations 
as    necessary. 

2.  Any   student  or  student   group   not   co-operat- 
ing   with    League    regulations     shall     first     be 

reported  to  the  president  of  the  group,  and 
if  necessary  be  brought  before  the  League 
Council    for    discussion    and    action. 

3.  Repeated     offenses     reported     to    the     League 
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Council  shall  be  kept  in  files  of  the  League 
and  final  action  recommended  to  adminis- 
tration or  Advisor%'  Board  on  basis  of  these 
records. 

4.  The  League  Council  shall  aa  upon  sug- 
gestions made  by   hall   groups   or  refer  these

Article    VI — Dormitor>-    Organization 

Membership 

All     resident    students    are    members    of    the 
hall    group    in    which    they   live.

A  president  and  as  many  vice-presidents 
as  are  necessary  to  execute  the  duties  on  the 
hall  shall  be  elected  by  the  group  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  first  and  second  semester.

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Article  VII — Women's   Advisory   Board 
Membership 

Three  seniors,  two  juniors  and  one  sopho- 
more, nominated  by  League  Council,  and 
elected  by  popular  vote  of  resident  women 
of  each  class  in  spring  preceding  opening 
of  school  in  September ;  the  League  president ; 
one  resident  faculty  member  appointed  by 
President  of  the  college  for  one  year;  the 
Dean  of  Women,  and  the  president  of  Non- 
Resident  Women's  League  shall  make  up  the 
membership    of    the    Advisory    Board. 

Meetings

The  Resident 
Women's  League  has  formulated  the  following 
guides    for    daily    college    life. 

I.    HOUSE    RULES

c.  By  using  light  slips,  special  permis- 
sion to  study  specific  subjects  m.iy 
be  used  any  night  except  Saturday 
and  Sunday  —  on  condition  that  the 
student    has    spent    the    evening    in. 

3.  Juniors   — 

a.  Two   nights   a   week    unre-itricted    lights 

to    be    reported    to    light    proctor    for 
recording. 

b.  Other  evenings  until  11:00  unless 
lights  slips  for  specific  subjects  are 
used. 

4.  Seniors    —    unrestricted    lights. 

C.     Laundry,     Shampoo     Room,      and      Candy

m    bathrooms.

Monday:     10:00     a.m. — 5:30     p.m. 
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Tuesday    to     Saturday:     8:00     a.m. — 5:30 

p.m. 
Tuesday    (only    evening)  :    7  :00    p.m.    — 

9:00    p.m. 

3.  A  candy  kitchen  is  located  in  basement 
ot  John  Sutton  Hall  tor  use  of  women 
students.  Arrangements  for  use  and 
key  to  room  may  be  secured  from  diet- 
itian's   office. 

D.  Care    of   Rooms : 

1.  Because  ot  the  importance  of  pleasant 
and  orderly  surroundings  and  the  value 
in  maintaining  them,  women  are  ex- 
pected to  keep  rooms  neat  and  clean 
and  ready  for  inspection  at  all  times. 
Damage  to  walls  or  furniture  is  settled 
with  the  Business  Office.  Tacks  or  nails 
in    walls   are   not   permitted. 

2.  Rooms  are  swept  every  two  weeks, 
windows  cleaned  and  beds  sprayed  at 
regular  intervals.  Notices  will  appear 
on  hall  bulletin  board  stating  dates  for 
these  services,  and  rooms  must  be  made 
ready    if    students    wish    room    cleaned. 

E.  Telephones  : 

1.  Calls  are  received  or  sent  between  the 
hours  of  8:00  a.m.  and  9:45  p.m.  The 
student  is  informed  ot  the  call  person- 
ally if  she  is  in,  but,  if  not  in,  a  notice 
IS   placed   on   door   of   student's   room. 
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2.  Pay  phones  are  located  on  first  floor  of 
John  Sutton  Hall  and  may  be  used  at 
any   time. 

F.  Post  Office: 

l.A  branch  of  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  is 
located  in  the  College  Bookroom,  from 
which  out-going  packages  are  sent,  and 
stamps  and  government  post  cards  can 
be   purchased. 

2.  The  school  post  office  receives  mail, 
notifies  students  of  incoming  calls  and 
visitors,  receives  clothing  returned  from 
the  cleaners,  and  local  and  C.  O.  D. 
packages. 

3.  Mail  is  sorted  into  hall  sections  and  dis- 
tributed by  a  member  of  that  section 
who    is    responsible    for    its    delivery. 

G.  Smoking : 

On   account   of   the   fire   hazard,    smoking 
is    not    permitted    in    residence    halls. 

H.    Guests  : 

1.    House    Guests 

The    following    arrangements     should     be 
made    in    advance : 

a.  Secure  the  use  of  a  bed  for  guest 
by  making  arrangement  with  some- 
one  going   home   for  the   week   end. 

b.  Register  guest  in  office  and  have 
guest  approved  by  Dean  of  Women  ; 
report  to  hall  teacher  and  president 
of    hall    that    you    have    a    guest    and 
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what   arrangement   is   made    for   her. 

c.  This  privilege  applies  only  to  young 
women  of  school  age  living  out  of 
town,  and  should  be  used  only  on 
week  ends.  Guests  are  under  the  same 
regulations  as  students,  and  the  host- 
ess   is    responsible    for    her    guest. 

d.  Tickets  for  meals  may  be  bought  in 
the    dietitian's    office. 

2.  Saturday    Night    Dance    Guests: 

a.  Secure  guest  card  in  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  have  guest  ap- 
proved   before    Saturday    noon. 

b.  Present  guest  to  host  and  hostesses 
at    the    dance. 

c.  The  house  is  closed  to  guests  at 
10:30    p.    m. 

3.  Sunday  Visitors  —  All  visits  of  guests 
should  terminate  before  tea  on  Sunday, 
and  visits  to  dormitory  rooms  should  be 
confined  to  Sunday  afternoon  so  that 
girls    may   rest    if   they   wish. 

4.  Men  and  boys  are  not  permitted  to 
visit  women  students'  rooms  or  to  be 
on    dormitory    floors    at    any    time. 

I.    Money    and    Valuables: 

1.  Sums  of  money  should  be  deposited  in 
school  bank  located  in  College  Book- 
store. 

2.  Keep  room  doors  locked  at  all  times 
when    away    from    room.

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II.  SOCIAL  PRIVILEGES

1.  All    Boarding   Women 

a.  When  leavng  lor  week  end  students 
are  expected  to  sign  weekend  regis- 
ter in  the  Office  of  Dean  of  Women 
and    on    their    hall. 

b.  Students  are  expected  to  return  on 
Sunday  evening  by  9:00  p.  m.  If  un- 
avoidable circumstances  prevent  the 
student  returning  on  time  from  week- 
ends and  vacations,  the  Dean  of  Wo- 
men should  be  notified  to  that  effect 
as   soon    as    possible. 

2.  First-   and    Second-Year   Students 

a.  For  convenience  of  parents,  a  form 
card  may  be  filed  with  the  Dean  of 
Women  permitting  home  visits  at 
any  time  during  the  year.  (Students 
may  get  card  in  office.)  If  such  card 
is  not  on  file,  special  permission  must 
be  sent  for  each  time  the  student  goes 
home. 

b.  Permissions  for  visits  other  than 
home  necessitate  a  special  permit  from 
the    parent    to    the    Dean    of    Women. 
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c.  Because  of  the  interference  with  work 
and  the  fact  that  students  should  par- 
ticipate in  school  activities,  it  is  rec- 
omended  that  student  should  not  be 
away  from  school  oftener  than  once 
a   month. 

3.    Third-    ;ind    Fourth-Year    Students 

a.  Students  may  leave  the  campus  week- 
ends by  signing  in  office  of  Dean  of 
Women  and  on  their  hall  the  name 
and  address  of  person  with  whom 
they    are    visiting. 

C.  Automotile    Riding: 

1.  Students  may  ride  in  cars  daily  until 
6:00  o'clock  if  permission  from  paient 
or  guardian  is  filed  in  office  of  Dean 
of    Women.    (Get    card    in    olfice.) 

2.  Students  using  this  privilege  are  ex- 
pected to  register  in  Automobile  Book 
in  office,  giving  name  of  person  with 
whom  they  ride,  destination,  date,  time 
of    departure    and    return. 

D.  Overnight    Permission  : 

1.  No  student  may  stay  out  of  dormitory 
over  night  unless  arrangement  is  made 
in  office  of  Dean  of  Women,  except  for 
weekend    as    provided    in      section      II-B. 

2.  Students  may  spend  the  night  in  other 
rooms  within  the  dormitory  on  Saturday 
night  only  if  arrangement  is  made  with 
sponsor    of    both    halls. 
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3.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  leave  for 
home  after  an  evening  college  function 
of    any    kind. 

E.  Permissions    for    Campus    Organizations : 

1.  Blanket  permissions  are  granted  to 
groups  for  parties,  trips,  etc.  Arrange- 
ments must  be  made  before  leaving  and 
list  of  persons  going  be  on  file  in  office 
of    Dean    of    Women. 

F.  Vacation    Regulations: 

1.  All  students  are  expected  to  return  in 
time  for  classes  after  vacation,  and  if 
returning  in  evening  are  expected  to 
arrive  before  10:00  p.  m.  and  sign  in 
at    once    on    hall. 

2.  If  at  any  time  student  cannot  return 
as  scheduled,  she  should  notify  school 
at    once. 

G.  Special    Permissions : 

1.  Consult  the  Dean  of  Women  for  all 
special  requests  not  included  in  the  a- 
bove  items.  Scholarship,  social  record, 
and  co-operative  spirit  will  be  consider- 
ed   in    granting    these    permissions. 

III.     FIRE    REGULATIONS 

A.     Fire    Signals: 

Fire  drills  are  required  twice  each  month. 
All  girls  must  participate,  and  greatest 
care  must  be  taken  to  see  that  everyone 
follows    orders    implicitly.

B.  Fire     Drill     Procedure : 

1.  Close     all     windows. 

2.  Turn    on    light. 

3.  Leave    door    open. 

4.  Take    towel    and    coat. 

5.  Wear  shoes  instead  of  bedroom  slip- 
pers. 

6.  Get    into    line    —    single    file. 

7.  Leave  by  correct  exit  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible. 

8.  No    talking. 

C.  Appliances  : 

1.  Any  appliances  for  heat  and  fire,  double 
sockets  and  extensions,  are  not  permit- 
ted in  the  rooms.  All  extra  connections 
must  be  installed  and  approved  by  the 
electrician. 

IV.    STUDENT   HEALTH    SERVICE 

A.    The    Infirmary   is    located    on    fourth    floor 
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of  John  Sutton  Hall.  Registeied  nurses 
are  on  duty  to  look  after  the  health  of 
the  students.  Students  are  expected  to 
consult  the  nurses  before  visiting  a  doctor 
or  dentist  in  order  that  the  infirmary  will 
have  a  complete  health  record  of  the  stu- 
dent. 

B.  If  a  student  is  ill  and  unable  to  attend 
classes,  she  is  expected  to  report  to  the 
infirmary    at    once. 

C.  In'irmary  hours,  except  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency,   are    as    follows :

4:00  to  5:00  p.m. 
7  :00    to    8  :00    p.m. 

2.  Sunday:    9:30    to    10  30    a.m.

4  :00    to    5  :00    p.m. 

V.    TYPEWRITERS    AND    RADIOS 

A.  Hours  : 

Typewriters  and  radios  may  be  used  week- 
days between  the  hour  o'  7  :00  a.m.  and 
10:00  p.m.,  and  on  Sunday  from  9:00 
a.m.  to  10:00  p.m.  Radios  should  be 
tuned  down  at  all  times  so  that  they  can- 
not   be    heard    in    hall    or    adjoining    rooms. 

B.  Radios  must  be  resiste.-ed  in  the  office 
of  dean  of  women  and  be  installed  by  the 
college    electrician. 
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C.    Radios    will    be    removed    trom    rooms    ot 
girls    who    do    not    co-operate    in     their    use. 

VI.    DINING    ROOM 

A.  General    Informacion  : 

1.  Regular  tables  will  be  assigned  to  stud- 
ents early  each  semester.  Students  may 
visit  at  other  tables,  beginning  Friday  eve- 
ning   through    Saturday    and    Sunday. 

2.  Faculty  and  upper  classmen  occupy  the 
heads  of  the  tables.  These  places  should 
be    left    vacant    unless    otherwise    directed. 

3.  No  service  is  begun  until  after  the 
grace  bell  has  rung.  Correct  procedure 
will    be    explained    to    new    students. 

4.  Students  are  expected  to  change  for 
dinner.  Socks,  saddle  shoes,  mocassins 
should  not  be  worn  to  dinner  or  on  dance 
Hoor. 

B.  Hours    for    Meals : 

1.  Week    days:    ..    Breakfast— 7  :1 5    to    7:30 

Lunch — 12  :10 
Dinner — 3  :45 

2.  Sunday:    Breakfast — 8:00    to    8:30 

Dinner — 1  :00 
Tea— 5  :45 


VII.    MISCELLANEOUS    INFORMATION 

A.     Fraternity    House    Rules    state    that    girls 
are  permitted    in   the   fraternity  houses   only 
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for  parties,  and  under  chaperonage.  Girls 
are  expected  to  respect  this  regulation  and 
not   loiter    in    the   vicinity   of   the    houses. 

B.  A  cloakroom  adjoining  Recreation  Hall 
is  available  for  use  of  guests  and  stud- 
ents   while    dancing    and    visiting. 

C.  It  has  always  been  a  custom  at  Indiana 
to  dress  formally  for  such  occasions  as 
Homecoming,  Thanksgiving  and  Christ- 
mas   Dinners. 

D.  The  second  Saturday  night  in  each 
month  has  been  set  up  as  a  "dress  up" 
night  tor  dinner  and  dances.  Long  dinner 
dresses    are    appropriate. 

E.  Attendance  at  hall  meetings  is  expected 
of    all    girls. 

F.  Cases  of  unco-operativeness  with  other 
students  and  administration  will  be 
brought    betore    Advisory    Board    for    action. 

G.  Students  are  expected  to  attend  the 
church  of  their  choice  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing. In  case  of  non-attendance,  it  is  re- 
quested that  they  remain  quietly  in  own 
rooms    during,  the    church    hours. 
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NON-RESIDENT    WOMEN'S    LEAGUE 

Constitution 

Article    I — Name 
The    name    of    this    organization    shall    be    the 
"Non-Resident       Women's       League       of     State 
Teachers    College,    Indiana,    Pennsylvania." 

Article    II — Objectives 

1.  The  regulation  of  conditions  for  the  pro- 
motion of  happiness,  good  health,  and  right 
living. 

2.  The  development  of  individual  and 
group  responsibility  in  the  management  of  wo- 
men's   affairs. 

Article    III — Membership 

All  women  day  students  are  ipso-facto  mem- 
bers   of    the    Non-Resident    Women's    League. 

Article    IV — Ofl&cers 

The  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  a  pres- 
ident, vice-president,  and  secretary-treasurer, 
elected  by  popular  vote.  Election  shall  be  held 
in    April    preceding    the    opening    of    school    in 

Scholarship  records  shall  be  at  least  a  "C" 
average. 

Article   V — Meetings 

The  League  shall  hold  a  meeting  once  a 
month  at  a  time  and  place  decided  upon  by 
the    Council    and    placed    upon    the    Calendar. 
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Article    VI     Amendments 

This  constitution  is  subject  to  admendment 
and  ratification  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
members  of  the  organization  present  at  the 
meeting.  Changes  shall  be  recommended  and 
posted  one  week  in  advance  of  the  regular 
monthly    meeting 

September.  A  majority  vote  shall  be  necessary 
for  election  to  any  office.  Candidates  for  off- 
ice shall  be  nominated  by  a  nominating  com- 
mittee of  four  members  appointed  by  the  pres- 
ident of  the  organization.  All  nominees  shall 
have    the    approval    of    the    League    adviser. 

Qualifications — All  candidates  shall  be  stud- 
ents in  good  standing  for  regularity  and  punc- 
tuality, for  conduct  and  scholarship,  showing 
qualities  of  leadership,  and  standing  for  the 
best    in    college    life. 

The  president  and  vice-president  shall  be 
juniors  during  their  year  of  service;  the  sec- 
retary- treasurer  shall  be  a  sophomore  from 
the    Business    Education    Department. 

By-Laws 

Article  I — Officers  and  Committees 
Duties  of  president :  To  preside  at  League 
Council  meetings,  to  call  and  preside  at  reg- 
ular and  special  meetings  of  the  League,  to 
appoint  committees,  and  to  represent  non-res- 
ident women  in  the  advisory  board  as  pro- 
vided in  the  constitution  of  the  Resident  Wo- 
men's   League. 
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Duties  ot  the  vice  president :  To  preside  at 
all  metings  in  the  absence  of  the  president, 
to    head    the    fire    drill    committee. 

Duties  ol  the  secretary-treasurer :  To  keep 
accurate  minutes,  to  carry  on  any  necessary 
correspondence,  to  post  notices,  to  keep  lists 
ol  all  officers  and  committees,  to  collect  any 
money. 

Dean  of  Women :  The  Dean  of  Women 
shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  League 
Council. 

Committees 

1.  Social  Committee — to  be  in  charge  of  en- 
tertainment and  recieation  for  women  stud- 
ents, to  plan  for  the  reception  of  freshmen 
during  fieshman  week,  and  to  set  up  a  plan 
for    hostesses    during    the    year. 

2.  House  Committee —  to  receive  all  com- 
plaints and  requests  for  better  house  condi- 
tions and  report  same  to  proper  authorities 
and  to  set  up  house  organizations  to  see  about 
proper    facilities. 

3.  Publicity  Committee — -to  be  in  charge  of 
all  announcements  and  publicity  for  the 
League. 

4.  Fire-Drill  Committee — to  plan  and  sup- 
ervise all  fire  drills  and  to  see  that  all  fire 
officers    function. 

5.  Welfare  Committee —  to  help  others  in 
trouble,    sickness,    or    need. 
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Article    II — Dues 

There  shall  be  no  dues  collected.  However 
a  small  fee  shall  be  collected  for  current  ex- 
penses if  the  League  Council  deems  it  neces- 
sary. For  outings  or  other  social  affairs,  those 
attending  will  be  assessed  as  in  all  organiza- 
tions.

7.  When    student    is    going    off    campus    any-    , 
time     during     the     day,     only     the     armband     is   j 
worn,     and     when     out     of    town     neither    arm- 
band   nor    identification    card    is    worn. 

8.  The  custorti  of  wearing  armbands  and 
identification  cards  will  be  removed  at  5  :00 
p.m.  daily,  and  all  customs  (except  6)  will  be 
off  from  Saturday  noon  to  Monday  morning 
before    breakfast. 

9.  At  the  end  of  the  customs  period  each 
freshman  will  be  given  a  test  on  her  know- 
ledge of  school  songs  and  cheers,  table  man- 
ners, and  customs  at  Indiana.  All  freshmen 
women    will    be    required    to    take    this    test. 

10.  Freshmen  are  required  to  attend  all 
meetings  which  are  called  by  the  adminis- 
tration and  Customs  Committee,  also  to  at- 
tend   asemblies,     Vespers,    and    athletic    events. 

11.  The  Sophomore  Customs  Committee  will 
consist  of  ten  girls  appointed  by  the  Resident 
Women's  League.

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l2.  Violations  of  customs  should  be  reported 
to  upper-classmen  with  date,  custom  violated 
and  signature.  (This  is  only  for  committee's 
use.) 


MENS   STUDENT   LEAGUE 

This  group  made  up  of  all  the  men  stud- 
ents, co-operates  with  the  administration  in 
managing   the   affairs   of   men    students. 

Constitution 

Article    I — Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be 
"The  Men's  Student  League  of  the  State 
Teachers    College,     Indiana,     Pennsylvania.  " 

Article  II — Purpose 
The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to 
tu  operate  with  the  administrative  authorities 
of  the  college  for  the  promotion  of  personal 
and  group  responsibility  in  the  guidance  and 
regulation    of    the    affairs    of    all    men    students. 

Article    III — Membership 

Members  in  this  league  shall  consist  of  all 
men    students    registered    in    the    college. 

Article    IV — Ofl&cers 

1 .  The  Executive  Board  of  the  league  shall 
be  composed  of  two  representatives  from  each 
of  the  Senior,  Junior,  Sophomore,  and  Fresh- 
men   clas:;ei. 
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2.  The  members  of  the  Executive  Board 
must  each  be  a  regularly  enrolled  student 
carrying  not  less  than  sixteen  (16)  hours  of 
work  with  at  least  a  "C"  average,  and  in 
good    standing. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  elected  at 
a  meeting  of  the  men  students  called  during 
the    first    four    weeks    of    the    school    year. 

4.  The  term  of  office  shall  begin  the  first 
week  of  October  of  each  year,  and  continue 
until    the    close    of    the    second    semester. 

5.  The  Executive  Board  shall  choose  its 
own    president. 

6.  The  quorum  requirement  shall  be  six 
members. 

7.  The  members  of  the  Executive  Board  may 
choose  another  representative  from  the  same 
class    in    case    of    a   vacancy. 

8.  The  Dean  of  Men  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member    of    the    Executive    Board. 

9.  The  President  of  the  Executive  Board 
shall  be  the  Men's  Student  League  represent- 
ative   to    the    Student    Council. 

Article    V — Meetings 

1.  The  League  shall  consider  and  act  upon 
such  matters  as  may  be  brought  before  it  by 
the    Dean    of    Men,    or   any   other   male   student. 

2.  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  officers 
of    the    league    or    by    the    Dean    of    Men. 
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Article    VI — Powers    and    Duties 

1.  The  function  of  the  League  is  to  deal 
with  the  problems  of  men  students  in  a  way 
which  is  consistent  with  the  politics  of  re- 
sponsible   authority. 

2.  The  league  is  authorized  to  make  a  com- 
plete   list    of    Freshman    customs. 

3.  The  League  is  authorized  to  appoint  five 
members  of  the  Sophomore  class  who  will  act 
as  a  tribunal  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Fresh- 
men   customs.

Article   I — Name 
The    name    of    this    organization    shall    be    the

Article    II — Purpose 

1.  To  secure  more  campus  recognition  and 
to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  non- 
resident   men    students. 

2.  To  regulate  conditirjns  in  the  Men's 
Commuters'    Room. 

3.  To    stimulate    good    fellowship. 
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Article    III — Membership 

All  non-resident  men  students  registered  in 
the  college  shall  be  automatically  members  of 
the    league. 


Article    IV — Commuters'    Room 

1.  The  Commuters'  Room  shall  be  an  ex- 
clusive   function    of    the    non-resident    students. 

2.  Any  other  students  who  come  into  the 
room  shall  consider  themselves  as  guests  and 
should    act    accordingly. 

3.  The  room  shall  be  used  primarily  as  a 
lunch    room    and    lounge. 

Article    V — Officers 

1.  The  Executive  Board  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary-Treasurer, 
Sergeant-at-Arms,    and    the    Dean    of    Men. 

2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  mem- 
bers at  a  meeting  which  shall  be  called  during 
the    first    five    (5)    weeks    of    the    school    term. 

3.  The  term  of  office  shall  continue  from 
election  until  the  next  election  date  in  the 
following   year. 

4.  The  President  of  the  Executive  Board 
shall  be  the  Non-Resident  Men's  Student 
League's  Representative  to  the  Student  Coun- 
cil   upon    recognition    by    that    body. 

The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  appoint  three 
(3)     men    in    each    semester    to    aid    him. 
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Article   VI — Duties   and    Powers   of  the   Officers 

1.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  have  the 
power  to  reprimand  any  person  at  any  time 
who  fails  to  conduct  himself  properly  in  the 
Commuters'  Room;  and  this  officer  shall  be 
supported  in  his  actions  by  the  Execative 
Board.

CUSTOMS    FOR    FRESHMEN    MEN 

1.  Freshmen  men  must  begin  customs  on 
the    day    dinks   are    offered    for    sale. 

2.  Freshmen  must  wear  dinks,  red  ribbon 
ties,  and  black  socks  at  all  times  except  after 
l2  noon  on  Saturday  through  Monday  morn- 
ing. 

3.  Freshmen  shall  keep  coats  completely 
buttoned    when    in    public. 
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4.  Freshmen  must  noc  use  tobacco  in  any 
.orm    when    in    public. 

5.  Every  Freshman  shall  wear,  during  the 
first  week  of  customs,  a  card  upon  which  is 
legibly  printed  his  name  in  large  black  let- 
ters,  not   less   than   one   inch   high. 

6.  There  shall  be  no  dating  on  or  off  the 
campus. 

'.  Freshmen  must  attend  all  assemblies  and 
Vesper    services. 

8  Freshmen  must  attend  all  athletic  con- 
tests   at    home. 

9.  Freshmen  shall  learn  the  Victory  song 
and    the    Alma    Mater. 

10.  Freshmen  shall  always  be  neatly  dressed 
and     have     shoes     shined 

11.  No  upper-classman  has  the  right  to  ex- 
cuse   any    freshman    from    customs. 

12.  All  upper-classmen  are  to  be  respected 
and    obeyed. 

13.  Freshmen  must  dance  on  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday,   and    Saturd.iy    nights. 

14.  Freshmen  shall  be  the  last  ones  to  enter 
the    dining    hall. 

15.  Freshmen  must  not  cut  across  campus 
grove    in    going    from    one    building   to    another. 

16.  The  Sophomore  Tribunal  consists  of  five 
(5)  men  appointed  by  the  Men's  Student 
League.  This  Tribunal  is  a  Sophomore  or- 
ganization only  and  shall  see  that  Freshmen 
Customs    are    enforced. 
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THE  COLLEGE  LODGE 

The  Lodge  plays  an  important  part  in  the 
instructional  and  recreational  life  of  the  col- 
lege. Owned  by  students  and  faculty,  this 
100  acres  of  wooded  hillside,  with  its  rustic 
lodge  and  three  shelter  houses,  not  only  of- 
fers opportunity  for  study  by  nature  and  con- 
servation classes,  but  is  in  demand  for  pic- 
nics,   meetings,    and    winter    sports.

FRATERNITY    RUSH    REGULATIONS 

By 
Inter-Fraternity    Council 

The  articles  of  the  Constitution  of  the  In- 
ter-Fraternity which  govern  Fraternity  rush- 
ing   are    printed    below. 

Article    V — Fraternity    Membership 

(a»  Every  student  must  have  a  "C"  aver- 
age on  the  full  number  of  hours  required  for 
the  year  and  semester  in  which  he  is  listed 
and  must  be  carrying  the  normal  load  for  his 
dep.irtment  or  curriculum  (or  the  number  of 
hours  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Instruction  in 
exceptional  cases)  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
pledging  or  initiation.  Irregular  students 
must    have    a    "C"    average    for   all    work    taken 
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at  Indiana.  An  exception  to  the  cumulative 
requirements  may  be  made  with  approval  of 
the  Dean  of  Instruction  in  case  the  student 
has  transferred  from  one  department  to  an- 
other. 

Article  VI — Time  for  Pledging 
(a)  There  shall  be  two  regular  pledging 
periods  each  year,  beginning  on  November 
1st.  and  April  1st.  respectively.  Freshmen 
students  who  have  transferred  from  other 
schools  shall  not  be  eligible  for  pledging  until 
the  first  regular  pledging  period  after  the 
successful  completion  of  one  semester's  schol- 
astic   work    on    the    campus. 

Article     /III — Rushing 

(a)  There  shall  not  be  more  than  two 
regular  rush  parties  during  any  one  semester 
by  each  fraternity,  and  there  shall  be  no  regu- 
lar   rusli    party    the    first    semester. 

(b)  A  regular  rush  party  is  a  fraternity  soc- 
ial function  to  which  every  guest  must  have 
a  written  invitation.  It  must  be  planned  in 
fraternity  meetings  beforehand,  and  it  must 
be  put  on  the  calendar  in  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  at  least  three  weeks  before 
the  date  for  which  it  is  scheduled.  The 
money  must  come  directly  or  indirectly  from 
the  treasury  of  the  fraternity.  The  period  dur- 
ing which  regular  rush  parties  may  be  held 
shall  expire  one  week  preceding  the  hour  at 
which  the  freshmen  are  to  meet  with  the  reg- 
istrar. 
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(c)  For  a  period  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours 
preceding  the  hour  at  which  the  freshmen  are 
to  meet  with  the  registrar,  there  is  to  be  a 
period  of  quiet  during  which  no  fraternity 
member    is    to    communicate    with    a    fic.hman.

ATHLETIC    COMPETITION 
REGULATIONS 

The  following  rules  and  regulations  gov- 
erning athletic  competition  of  Pennsylvania 
State  Teachers  Colleges,  have  been  approved 
by  the  Board  of  College  Presidents  and  the 
State     Superintendent     of     Public     Instruction. 

Section    1. 

The  president  of  each  college  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  its  athletics.  He  or  his  authorized 
representatve  shall  accompany  any  team  which 
represents    the    college    jn    any    athletic    contest. 
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Section    2 

No  student  who  has  completed  the  num- 
ber of  credits  requried  for  graduation  in  his 
curriculum,  or  who  has  been  in  attendance 
more  than  there  are  years  in  his  curriculum, 
or,  who  is  not  maintaining  a  passing  grade 
in  at  least  twelve  (I2)  semester  hours  of 
work,  shall  be  eligible  to  compete  in  any 
contest. 

Seaion    3. 

A  student  to  be  eligible  must  have  secured 
a  passing  grade  in  at  least  twelve  (I2)  credit 
hours  of  work  during  the  quarter  preceding 
each  respective  sport.  It  is  permissible  for  a 
college  to  have  a  system  involving  more  fre- 
quent reports.  In  all  cases  exclusion  from 
teams  shall  be  for  a  period  equal  to  the 
period  covered  by  the  report.  Such  period  to 
be    not    less    than    three    weeks    in    length. 

Section  4. 
No  student  who  has  competed  under  a  false 
name  or  is  receiving  money  or  other  valuable 
consideration,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for 
competing  in  athletic  contests  is  eligible  t6 
take    part    in    any    contest. 

Section  5. 
No  student  shall  be  permitted  to  compete 
who  did  not  enter  his  or  her  respective  col- 
lege on  or  before  October  1st,  in  the  first 
semester,  or  on  or  before  February  20th  in 
the    second    semester. 
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Section    6. 

No  member  of  a  college  team  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  engage  in  athletic  activity  or  any 
otlier  team  in  the  same  sport  during  the  play- 
ing season  m  which  he  is  participating  on  a 
team     representing    the    college. 

Section    7 

At  least  four  days  before  every  ofiiicial  game 
eligibility  lists,  certified  by  the  Presidents  of 
the    competing   schools,    shall    be   exchanged. 

Section    8. 

No  student  transferring  from  any  four-year 
institution  of  collegiate  rank,  except  from  a 
regularly  accredited  Junior  College,  to  a 
State  Teacher's  College  shall  be  eligible  for 
any  intercollegiate  competition  until  after  a 
year    of    residence. 

Where  one  year  intervenes  between  attend- 
ance at  an  institution  of  collegiate  rank  and 
matriculation  in  a  state  teachers'  college,  a 
student  so  enrolled  is  not  to  be  considered 
as  a  transfer  and  shall  be  eligible  for  parti- 
cipation   in    athletics. 

Section  9. 
The  maximum  number  of  hours  which  a 
student  may  be  employed  by  a  teachers'  col- 
lege shall  be  twenty  hours  per  week,  and  the 
maximum  amount  of  money  per  hour  shall  be 
thirty  cents;  provided,  that  in  case  of  students 
who    are    noi     taking    the    regular    amount    of 
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school  work  a  proportionate  increase  in  the 
number  of  working  hours  is  permissable ;  and 
provided  further,  that  students  employed  by 
the  Teachers  Colleges  for  more  than  twen- 
ty per  week  are  not  eligible  to  compete  in 
athletic  sports.  This  regulation  shall  cover  all 
types  of  payr(»lls  under  the  directioa  of  the 
college. 


ATHLETIC  BOARD 

The  Athletic  Board  determines  the  Varsity- 
Athletic  policy  of  the  college.  It  is  the  func- 
tion of  this  board  to  promote  and  administer 
the    program    of    varsity    athletics. 

Policies  relating  to  the  general  welfare  of 
the  athletics  themselves  are  of  special  con- 
cern to  the  board.  One  of  the  chief  objectives 
of  this  board  is  the  enrichment  of  the  varsity 
program  to  the  extent  that  it  will  be  made 
available  to  all  students  enrolled  in  the  col- 
lege.
